Economic Aspects 


That the use of alcoholic bever- 


ages has increasing economic as- 
pects is evident from the nation's 
increasing drink bill. 
The liquor 


control agency of one state (Ohio) 
has recently reported official sales 
of approximately $45,000,000 
for 


the year 1936, an increase of about 
$12,000,000 over the corresponding 
sales of 1935. 


More significant still are the re- 


ports from life 
insurance com- 


panies showing alarming increases 
in rejections of applicants because 
of their excessive use of intoxi- 
cants. 
Rejections for this cause 


among applicants under 30 years 
of age in the year 1935-1936 in one 
large 
representative 
company 


amounted to 33.7 out of every 100 
rejections, while this same figure 
for 1931-1932 was only 11.9 per 
100 rejections. Uninsurability for 
this cause exceeded that for all 
other causes 
among applicants 


under 45 years of age. Surely this 
destruction of health of our young- 
er group of citizens is no small or 
inconsiderable part of the eco- 
nomic aspects of this vital social 
problem! Of a similar nature are 
the figures of accident insurance 
companies showing that from CO 
to 75 per cent of our serious auto- 
mobile accidents involving person- 
al injury or death are traceable to 
excessive use of liquor.

BRITAIN TO STAVE OFF WAR 


I ONDON — Two aims of Britain's foreign 
k affairs policy are uppermost in the minds 
of the British nation: 


1. To build up a huge air force, navy 


and army as quickly as possible. 


2. To use every possible diplomatic trick 


and maneuver to stave off European war 
until that rearmament program is com- 
pleted. 


(In addition, of course, is the drive to 


win the friendship of the United States as 
an ally in the next war). 


Rearmament has been ballyhooed in the 


press and Parliament until the man on the 
street in Great Britain will swear to you 
that it is going ahead full steam. 


But the foreign military attaches know 


better, especially the Germans, against 
whom the program is aimed. British Cabi- 
net members know it too, but are not shout- 
ing it from the house-tops. 


THE TUTTS 


EDUCATION VS. CRIME 


Jl 
NATIONAL organization, the Big 
" Brothers and Sisters Federation, Inc., 
reports, after a careful survey, that of 26,- 
KK)0 children observed in 25 communities 
outside of New York City, 2.3 per cent are 
"problem children." The "problem chil- 
dren" are defined as those who do not get 
along well in their studies and in their re- 
lations with teachers and pupils. They are, 
that is to say, mentally and socially defec- 
tive. 


What to do with these children is, of 


course, in itself a difficult problem. Lack- 
Ing good home environment, worth while 
companionships and sound moral direc- 
tion, they are hard to handle and cannot 
be reached through methods usually ef- 
fective with normal youngsters. 


Spread of vocational courses and intro- 


'duction of organized programs for the use 
of leisure time have proved helpful 
in 


many instances, and it is possible that the 
only feasible solution lies along these lines. 


The chances are that juvenile delinquen- 


cy can best approached through the scien- 
tific treatment of the particular challenge 
advanced in the federation survey. In any 
event, there is not much hope for improved 
crime control so long as three out of every 
hundred children remain susceptible to the 
immoral influences of wayward adults. 


BOGGED 


Real fact is that the rearmament pro- 


gram has bogged down. 


The air program, considered the most 


important of all, is far behind schedule. 
British factories are not turning out planes 
fast enough, and British air strength is 
still only one-half of Germany's. 


The naval program so far has consisted 


of keeping old ships which had been sched- 
uled for the scrap heap. No new ones have 
been built. The keels of two battleships 
have been laid, but it will be nearly two 
years before they are finished. 


The army is in worst shape of all. Most 


serious handicap is lack of recruits. There 
are very few. Army intelligence reports 
that veterans of the World War are an 
important factor in discouraging recruit- 
ing. 


ANTHONY EDEN 


Captain Eden, young, handsome Foreign 


British Foreign Minister, had two brothers 
killed in the World War. He escaped. Now 
he abhors not only war but killing of any 
kind. 


On a visit in Norway, Eden's friends 


took him on an elk shooting expedition, 
and he as the guest was given the privilege 
of the first shot. Finally an elk came into 
view, stood gracefully poised in a clearing. 


"How beautiful," Eden exclaimed, and 


lowered his rifle. He could not bear to 
shoot it. 


'A "lucky guy's" income isn't the $25,000 


he earns, but the $1435 he has left after 
all taxes and obligations are paid. 


GENERAL PACIFISM 


Captain Eden, naturally, is an ardent 


pacifist. Strange also is the fact that many 
other pacifist sit in the Cabinet responsible 
for Britain's rearmament program. Among 
them are: 


War Minister Duff Cooper—such a de- 


vout hater of war that he objects to being 
called "Captain", a rank he won in 
France. 


Major Walter Elliott, Minister of Agri- 


culture—who actually circulated an office 
memo asking that he not be called "Ma- 
jor". 


Captain Ormsby-Gore, Minister of Col- 


onies—another World War veteran. 


One of our more important wishes for 


the new year is that it may be a poor one 
for dictators, whether of the left or the 
right.

Watch Amount of Serving "Pari Passu" Diet

THE FIRST thing you are likely 


to say on looking at a part passu 
(inch by Inch) diet menu Is: 


"Why, that's more than I eat 


a n y w a y . 
That's enough 
for anybody to 
eat." 


That Is be- 
cause you are 
paying atten- 
tion to the ar- 
ticles of diet 
and not the 
amounts. 


You see be- 


Jow the menu 
for 
tomorroiv 


and you say: 


"For 
break- 
fa s t, grape- 
fruit, 
bacon, 
toast, coffee—enough for anybody. 
For lunch, ham and eggs, bread 
and butter, spinach, milk, coffee— 
that's a big lunch. For dinner, 
vegetable soup, tongue, lima beans, 
salad, peach pie, coffee—that ought 
to hold me till morning." 
But look at the amounts. As a 


matter of fact, it adds up to a lit- 
tle over a thousand calories—If you 
•tick faithfully to the amounts 
suggested. 


At breakfast and dinner you get 


substitute bread and butter, which 
in filling but has no caloric value. 
You only get one slice of bread 
and butter during the entire day— 
not as many as you like with your 
ham and egg, but ONE PIECE. 


The tomato sauce 
with the 


tongue is made of tomato juice 
with cloves, allspice, bay leaves 
and a little blended butter and 
flour. It's perfectly delicious and 
makes the meal, but there's not 
more than 10 or 20 calories in a 
teaspoonful. 
But you don't go 


back for more. 


The coffee is black all day—no 


calories whatever. 


Dressing Is Fake 


And the salad dressing is fake— 


mineral oil instead of olive oil. I 
make my mineral oil salad dress- 
ing with the oil, vinegar, Worces- 
ter sauce, tomato ketchup, garlic 
or onion, cayenne, salt and pepper. 
Some people (for instance, my col- 


league, Dr. Paul Whiteman) use.' 
sugar, but that adds calories anc 
isn't necessary. 


And with the gluten bread and 


golden spread butter you can have 
as many slices as you like. 


This matter of amounts can't be 


left to the reducer. The manager 
of the pari passu diet—the cook or
